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Court Blocks REA Loan 


To Louisiana Cooperatives 


yi a significant decision last month, a Federal district court 

in Louisiana enjoined the Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion in Washington from granting a $56,521,000 loan to Louis- 
jana Electric Cooperatives, Inc. 

The loan would have been used by Louisiana Electric Co- 
operatives, Inc., an association of 12 of Louisiana’s 13 rural 
electric cooperatives, to build a steam generating plant in the 
Baton Rouge area. 

The action was brought by our Company, Central Louisiana 
Electric Company, Louisiana Power and Light, New Orleans 
Public Service, Inc., and Southwestern Electric Power Company. 

The court concurred with the contention of the investor-own- 
ed companies that the proposed plant would bring about unfair 
competition. 

The decision of the court stated: “Testimony indicates there 
hag been a concerted effort on the part of the defendants, the 
super-cooperative and its member cooperatives to obliterate 
completely the wholesale electric power business of the plain- 
tiits” 

Also named defendants in the case, besides the REA, were 
Norman M. Clapp, REA administrator, and Orville L. Free- 
man, secretary of agriculture. 

In addition to the suit filed in the district court, the investor- 
owned electric companies also filed a complaint with the 
Louisiana Public Service Commission opposing the granting of 
loan to the Louisiana cooperatives. This complaint charges 
that the proposed generating and transmission facilities will 
result in higher priced and uneconomical electric power and is 
therefore contrary to the public interest and contrary to Louis- 
jana law. The complaint to the Public Service Commission 
also claims that the proposed facilities of the “super” co-ops 
would duplicate existing facilities already dedicated to serving 
the electric cooperatives. It further argues that the Louisiana 
Electric Cooperatives, Inc., is attempting to take away cus- 
tomers without the approval of the Public Service Commission. 

A third action taken by the companies was a telegram sent 
to the Comptroller General of the United States in Washington 
asking that the loan be nullified because of its unconstitution- 
ality. 

According to the co-op plan, the $56.5 million G&T loan 
will be used for the construction of a generating plant in the 
Baton Rouge-Krotz Springs area and for building of more 
than 1,600 miles of transmission lines across Louisiana. Ap- 
proximately $1.5 million of the loan is slated for use in Arkansas.

(This month the PLAIN TALKS staff interviewed 14 
Gulf States wives from across our service area to find 
how they encourage their families to live safely. On these 
pages are the answers we received.) 


VIOLA BRAUD, wife of VIRGIL BRAUD, repair- 
man first class, Willow Glen Station, Baton Rouge. 

“Safety has always been sort of a household 
word around our home because of the good train- 
ing program carried on by Gulf States. As a former 
Gulf Stater myself, I took part in the program 
and I know the importance of safety as well as 
Virgil who is still a part of the program. Virgil 
is always building or repairing something around 
our new home and he uses this to teach the young- 
sters the merits of safety. As for myself, I know 
that the home—regardless of size—harbors many 
hazards and I feel that you can’t be too careful.” 


PATSY BRITNELL, wife of CLAUDE BRITNELL, 
lineman first class, Port Arthur T&D. 

“We try to teach and encourage safety every 
chance we get around the home and yard. With 
four boys, bicycles and tricycles really get a work- 
out around here and we are constantly teaching 
our boys the safe way and place to ride. I feel that 
if they’re big enough to ride in the street, they’re 
big enough to learn how to do it safely. Potential 
dangers lurk in many places around the home, such 
as careless practices around the medicine cabinet, 
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Mr. and Mrs. Jimmie Daigle 


matches and firearms. Claude likes to hunt and 
he often takes one or both of our oldest boys with 
him. He uses these trips to teach them gun safety 
as well as marksmanship.” 


BEVERLY LUSK, wife of J. C. LUSK, lineman first 
class, Beaumont T&D. 


“T’ve really become conscious of the safety train- 
ing Jim has received at Gulf States since we start- 
ed remodeling our home. Jim has displayed the 
same good safety practices while working with his 
power tools and climbing ladders at home that he 
does while on-the-job. Since we started this pro- 
ject I’ve come to realize how much Jim has received 
from the Company’s training program. It took liv- 
ing with safety to appreciate it. If I had to make 
a New Year’s resolution it would be to mimic my 
husband at all times by practicing good safety habits 
at home, at work and while driving the car.” 


JEANNE LEVINE, wife of ALLEN LEVINE, repair- 
man first class, Roy S. Nelson Station, Lake 
Charles. 


“T find the Company’s safety program very in- 
formative, not just what Allen passes on to me 
from discussions in safety meetings, but also the 
annual safety dinners. One that stands out most 
in my mind was the one on mouth-to-mouth rescue 
breathing. This is something mothers should know 
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since you never know when something will happen 
at home and daddy is at work. While talking about 
safety, I have two pet peeves and maybe I’m more 
aware of them since Allen is so careful himself. 
One is seeing young children playing near or oper- 
ating a lawnmower. Allen always makes sure our 
three play on the other side of the yard while he’s 
mowing. The second is small children playing with 
fireworks. These are two things we see in our 
neighborhood that have the makings of a tragedy. 
In summing up how I feel about safety, I’ll borrow 
the slogan that the Olin Mathieson Company has on 
the bulletin boards this month, “Accidents don’t 
just happen, they are caused.” When I was told 
that I was to be interviewed about the Company’s 
safety program, I asked some of the wives in the 
neighborhood about ideas on safety and I found out 
that Gulf States puts much more emphasis on 
safety than some of the other industries in our 
area.” 


VERLIE DAIGLE, wife of JIMMY DAIGLE, service- 
man first class, Lafayette T&D. 

“Like all other Gulf States wives whose hus- 
bands are on call, I worry about Jim going out at 
night or during a storm, but I know the company 
has provided him with the best safety training and 
equipment available. Also he has been doing his 
job long enough that he knows how to do it safely. 
I also know that he is not going to leave safety out 
in his service truck like his tools when he comes 
in the house. He built our home and made good 
use of the safe habits he acquired on the job. I 
think that the best advice I can give about safety, 
after being a Gulf States wife almost 20 years, is 
to let your husband leave his worries at home 
whether he is going to work, hunting, fishing or 
on a trip. A person can think and do his job much 
more safely if he doesn’t have his mind full of 
troubles.” 


GAY HUFF, wife of WAYNE HUFF, JR., master 
test technician, Louisiana Station, Baton Rouge. 

“By thinking about safety at all times, I feel 
that a lot of accidents and mishaps around the 
home can be prevented. I doubt if a person could 
work for Gulf States as long as Wayne and not be 
sold on doing things the safe way. He’s a good 
influence on us here at home. Also, as a former 
employee I, too, know the importance of a good 
safety program both on and off the job. With four 
children, I think this has worked out well. I do 
all I can to teach our little ones good safety lessons 
in their play because I believe it’s so important 
for them to learn early.”

WANDA WATKINS, wife of DOUG WATKINS, 
electrical maintenance supervisor, Neches Station, 
Beaumont. 

“Before Doug came to work for Gulf States we 
weren’t too safety minded, but after being with 
Gulf States more than six years and being exposed 
to the safety training program Doug has become 
very safety minded. In turn he has made sure the 
children and I are safety conscious. Our attitude 
can be traced back to the Company’s safety train- 
ing.

“Safety really is important to the Belair family. 
Eddie must work with safety, I must instill safety 
in the girls in my home economics classes and, of 
course, we must all be safe at home. Safety must 
become a habit, but a good habit that comes from 
practice not preaching. Eddie and I feel that 
through action safety training becomes part of one’s 
life. One of the best resolutions that a family can 
make is to have a place for everything and every- 
thing in its place.” 


DEAN JARREAU, wife of R. J. JARREAU, JR., 
lineman first class, Baton Rouge T&D. 

“Doing things the safe way around our home is 
a standing rule because of three good reasons. 
First, I’ve seen the rewards of instilling good safety 
practices first hand. That was during the eight 
years I worked in the Baton Rouge Safety Depart- 
ment. Second, Roland practices safety daily on his 
job, so it’s only natural that he would promote 
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household, recreation and driving safety off-the- 
job for the benefit of his family. Third and best 
of all, the presence of our two small children 
prompts us to be on our best safety behavior at all 
times.” 


DOT HEARD, wife of ELBERT HEARD, lineman 
first class, Lake Charles T&D. 

“We have really seen the safety program at Gulf 
States develop since Heard came to work 15 years 
ago. It really makes the wives feel more secure 
to know that the Company has developed a good 
safety program. I really think that the program 
has helped the employees. The emphasis has helped 
us in our family traveling. Heard is a lot safer 
driver than when he came to work. We don’t sit 
down and discuss safety as such but it seems to 
rub off on the rest of the family.

The other day Heard 
was spraying around the house. Gene came in and 
said he hoped that the insecticide was not flammable 
since his dad was spraying around the water heater. 
Not only has the program helped us at home, but 
Heard has been able to put more emphasis on safety 
in his Boy Scout work. So not only does the em- 
ployee and the family benefit from a good safety 
program, but also the community.” 


EMMA MUSE, wife of HAIRSTON MUSE, ser- 
viceman first class, Conroe T&D. 

“T may have been more fortunate than a lot of 
other mothers when it comes to safety around the 
home. I’ve had a Girl Scout group for the last 
ten years. We organized when the girls were in the 
second grade and now they’re seniors. And as a 
result of working with this organization — and 
especially this group—lI believe that my daughter 
and I are safety oriented. We teach and practice 
the safe way to play and work wherever we might 
be. That training and Hairston’s regular safety 
meetings at work create a healthy situation around 
our home. I feel that parents can do a lot toward 
establishing safe driving practices among teenagers.

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Mrs. Grady Portie, Pattie and Pam 
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I have two, a freshman and a senior, and setting a 
good example behind the wheel has been one of our 
objectives for some time. The youngsters may not 
say much when they’re sitting in the back seat but 
they know how fast their parents drive and how 
careless. These children are going to follow in their 
parents’ footsteps when they start driving.” 


DOROTHY MARTIN, wife of CURTIS MARTIN, 
master test technician, Sabine Station, Bridge City. 
“The home isn’t really as safe as it seems. When 
you get a few children around, you begin to realize 
how hazardous it can be. I feel that the home can 
be just as bad a place to have an accident as on 
the job. Never let your guard down because it can 
be a real ‘booby trap’ with the help of a little 
negligence. We have five children and it’s almost 
a full time job teaching the safe way to do things 
around our home. The little ones are more prone to 
get into something but our older children face their 
share of hazards too. Parents should utilize the 
highest places available to keep poisons and poten- 
tially dangerous medicine out of the reach of chil- 
dren. One mistake with that could be a bad one.” 


DORIS WELLS, wife of SAMMIE WELLS, service- 


man first class, Cleveland T&D. 

“I think parents can promote safety around the 
home by several methods. Having the confidence 
of your children and being a close-knit family are 
two principle ways. Our family has always been 
close and when all three children were home I 
always knew where they were and what they were 
doing. We’ve been a family who do things together 
and this lends itself to teaching good safety prac- 
tices around the home and at play. You don’t have 
to make a big issue of teaching safety. If you be- 
lieve in household safety, you can do a lot of un- 
conscious teaching from day to day by just being 
a good influence on the children in whatever you 
are doing.
